the Pope. And whilſt he was conſidering what to do with him z Four 
of his Gentlemen, knowing his mind, and the juſtnefs of the thing, re- 
ſolved to revenge his quarrel, aad do that with their own Swords, which 
the Pope would not give way to be done by the Sword of Juſtice : And 
—___ ſoon after flew the Traytor in (briſts (harch in (anter- 
#ry. 

N o ſooner heard the Pope of the Death of this his great Champion, 
but he canonized him for a ſhining Saint in Heaven: and ſent the 
Deed-doers with his black Curſe down to the Pit of Hell,as be thought. Þ 

And, as ſoon as Stephen Langton, (bis fourth Succeſſor) had made 
a Golden Shrine ſor bis body, and commanded the annual day of his

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bles and Biſhops, not only of this, but otier Kinzdoms, reſorted in 
Pilgrimage to his Tomb, in the fame Church wherein he was done to . 
Death; and flacked to his ſhrine for Remiſſion of Sins : Infomtch, that 

multitudes thronged to ſee,touch,yea to kiſs cven the vileſt parts of his 
Body or Reli&: Whereby the Caurch became (o rich in Otferings of 
Silver, Gold, Jewels, &c. that it far exceeded the Kings Treaſury : 

Every Monk and Fryer ſounding forth the Praiſes, and reporting the 

Mizacles, and Pardons of that bleſſed Martyr, as they ftyled him ; (but 

ſarely it is not the death, but the Cauſe that maker a Martyr) ſo that 

cthename of poor CHRIST was now quite forgotten, and the Cathe= 

dral commonly called St.7 homas *'s Church of ({anterbury. 

It would be too teadious to write of the ſtately Churches, Chappels 
and Oratories built and dedicated to his Namez,and of the blaſphemous 
Hymns and Colle&s invented by Monks,Gc. for his honor and Service. 

The Monks of St. Amngaſtines in (anterbury perceiving how little 
their old Reliques were elteemed in compariſon of Thomas Beckets, 
they by the Craft of their Abbot, gor ſome part of his Blood, and one 
part ot the Croyn of his head, the Report whereof brought no ſmall 
Credit and Profit to their Monaſtery: and tho many hounds went a 
whoring e'n tothisas well as the other Monaſtery :yet it appear'd in the 
end,that there was no part of Becket brought thither,as it was made ma- 
nifeſt eſpecially (in the time of King Henry VIII) by that: Worthy Peer 
Th:mas Cromwell Earlof Eſſex ,and others who were Commiſſioned for 
defacing Beckets ſhrine, and found all parts of his body entire and com. 
pleat, ſo that the blinded People in.this one matcer were doubly de- 
ceived and deluded : 1.1In going to worſhip him or any part of him at 
all. 2. In worſhipping that which was not there, but only made to 
believe ſo, by the crafty and ſeducing Monks. 

Now, amongſt the many Miracles-that the miſerable deluded Pa- 
piſts will needs have been wrought by this proud Prelate ; theſe follow- 
ing are ſome, if any are ſo mad as to believe them, 

1. Thar his Palace at Orford wanting a good Spring of Water, he 
ftruck his Paſtoral ſtaff into the ground, and, that immediately Wa- 
ter guſhed out in abundance (as CMoſes did) and there runneth ro this.

ſhould ſuffer ſhip-wrack betwixt Dover and Whitſand: ſothat it ſeems 

Becket granted a Petition after his Death, Who can forbear laughing 

at theſe and ſuch like Tales ? However, God ſhew'd his Diſpleaſure 

againſt him,and all (anterbary,perhaps for his ſake,for in the very figlt 

yoar of his Prelacy, the whole City was conſumed with fire, 


Deluſion II. 


Efides Saint Becket, there was another popiſh Saintling in great 
B Veneration at Orford (in Saxon Orranferd)his name was Bartho- 
lemew,this Higler provided the Pariſh-prieſt with as muchPoultry as he 
and his Friends were able to devour; for he was ftuch frequented by all 
the Neighbour Pariſhioners, for a moſt rare and finguiar property 
which he profeſſed. | 

For the Manner was, That,if any woman with Child deſired to bring 
forth a Son,ſhe ſhould ofler to this St, B artholomew a Cock-chicken : & 
if ſhe would have a Daughter,then ſhe ſhould preſent him an Hen : fo 
that through the fraud of this Fox, v7, Prieſt, the Country People, as 
wiſe as Capons, were many years together robbed of their Cocks and 
Hens : even till the daies of Henry VIII. who underſtanding the Chear, 
commanded the Idol tobe taken down,

Eda (whoſe writing are ſtuffed with old Wives tales) informs us , 
that upona time, a great patt of the City of Canterbur ge 

fire, That the then Arch- biſhop, viz, Adelitxs coteatindet une ey 
ſhould bear him againſt the greateſt fury thereof ; and that whereas be- 
fore it could not be quenched by the great labour of the People, yet at 
his only preſence, together with Holy-water, the fire immediately went 
out, 'Tis wonder why Becket did not the ſame in histime, but perhaps 
he was in a journey, as Elijah ſaid of Balaam, No Proteſtant hath 
B 2 reaſon 


reafon to believe this, nor any ſuch Tales, at which ſo many learned 
Papiſts laugh in their fleeves. The mentioning of Holy-water brings to 
my _— this Paſſage concerning it : 

A Proteſtant Boy ( very well known to me ) put a pretty Trick 
upon a Prieſt, and all his biind Congregation : Thus, in the Morning, 
a little before Maſs-rtime, the Boy obſerving where the Prieſt had ſet 
his pot of Holy-water, takes the pot, pours out all che Holy wa- 
ter, and rifſes init, ſo ſets it in its place again: ſoon after the Prieſt 
takes the por, and all befpriukles the people with the Piſs, and they 
very reverently bow down to it,and perceiving that theWater would nor 
hoid out to bleſs chem al!, they thruſt forward ſtriving who ſhould 
come neareſt the P.c, for ſear they ſhould go away unble(Pd. Bar 
the Pricſt knowing he had fill'd the pot, was greatly amazed to ſee it 
all gone ſo ſoon ; and thereupon, {melling to the Bottle, croſſed (not 
bleiſed) himſelf : and, to ſatisfie his blind People (who were as much 
amaz'd as himſeif he rold them, Thar, no dowbt but ſome Saint or Angel 
had got away tbe reſt! Andthey without any heſitation believed him. 
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Bat in a year or two, the Buſineſs came all out, and they with their 
Prieſt were well laughed at by the Proteſtants, However Top threat- 
ned the Boy withD-itruQion,as the Prieſt did with Damnation; ſo that 
for this and other matters, done and faid againſt Popery,he was forced 
to fly his Country, and live incogniro, as he does to this day. 


Deluſion IV. 


Any Miracles are ſaid to be wrought by Saint eFwugaitine the 
firtt Biſhop of ({anterbury, and by many ſtiied the Engliſh 
Apoſtle ; and no doubt were astrue asthe reſt ; I (hall not blot Paper 
with any of them, ſave this one, viz. When the Daxes had plundered 
the City from end to end, (as the Ppiſts long to ſerve London). Yer 
Saiat Azgnſtines Monks and Manaitcry were never touch'd! and 
why ? Becauſe that when a Vane had taken hold of his Cloak where- 
with his Tomb was covered ; icſtuck (o faſt to his Fingers, that by no 
means poſſible be could looten it, till he came and yielded himſelf to

N OT far from Hyde in Kent, there was a Popiſh Synagogue, ſtil'd 

Sr. Nicholas Chappel : tothis Saint, the Fryers attributed Power 
over the Winds and Waves of the Sea; yea, that with his own Beck he 
could appeaſe them, and preſerve from Wrack and Drowning, as ma« 
ry ascalled upon his Name (but they muſt withall offer largely to his 
Picture.) And this was confiJently believed by the Idolatrous people, 
as well ſeamen as others, - It any Fiſherman upon that coaſt had eſca- 
ped a ſtorm, thea ſhould St. \Vicholas have not only all the thanks for 
that Do!'v2raice,but ſome of the beſt fiſhes for an offering. But if any 
ſaff2d Wreck (as many did) che Prieſt to ſave the Repure of the Saint, 
would ſiy, [t was becauſe they offered too niggaraly, &c. 

Tazre was the iice Cacat at IVind-Chelſey, in which place was the 
Picture of Sc. Leonard h>14ing a Van?, or Weathercock in his hand, 
wiich was movable at the pleaſure of any that would turn it to what 
point of the Compals beſt fitee4 the Return of the Husband or other 
Fiend whom they expected from beyond Sea. After that done, and 
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large clicring made ( for witheur cfering theſe Idols would be idle) 
they promiſed themſelves the defired Wind, but whether ir fell our 
rizht'or wrong the Prieſts got well by it.

After this, in ſundry othe: Fics (though (be teemed to be dead) ſhe 
told of divers thincs done at tc Caurch, and other places where ſhe 
was not preſent. She ſpake of Heaven, Hell and Purgatory ; and of the 
Joyes,and Sorrows that ſeveral Souls departed ſuffered there, She prea- 
ed much againſt the Corruption of Manners, and evil Living, She ex- 
horted to hearing the Maſs, Auricular Contettion, Adoration and Pray- 
er to Saints and our Lady, In ſhort, {he made,in all points, Confeſſi- 


on of the Popiſh Religion, 
| And 
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And among other things, this was much in her mouth, viz, Sze 
world go home ; and yer ſhe never ſtirred from the Place ſhe lay, 
Whereupon (being ia her Firs) one asx d her, Where that Home was? 
She anſwered, Where ſhe heard and ſaw the / 2x68 of Heaven; where St, 
Michael weighed Sor!s wheye St, Peter carried the Kezes, ard where 
ſhe herſelf had the Company of our Lay of Courtop- ſtreet ; and, had 
heartily beſought her to heal her diſeiſe : who alſo had commanded her, 
to offer hey a T aper un her Chappel there : And to declare boldly to all 
(oriſtian People, That our Laty of Courtop-ſtreet (a Town near the 
Borders of Rumny-marſp ) had revived her from the very point of 
death, and, that her pleaſure was,Trat it pruld be rung for a Miracle. 
which her Maſter (Mr.{5 of Aldivgton)nearing,ſaid, That there were 
no Bells in that Chappel : whereto ſhe ſaid nothing. But the voice(or De- 
vil)that ſpake in her proceeded, ſaying, Our Lady will ſnew more Mir a- 
cl:s there ſhortly ; for of any depart this life ſuddenly,or in deadly Sin, if 
he be vowed to our Lady heartily,he ſhail be reſtored to life again to re- 
ceive ſhrifi and houſel, i.e. be conteſt, and have theSacrament given: and 
after ro leav: tis World with Gods bleſſing, Beſides this,She told thens 
what mzat the Monk, or Hermet of our Ladies (happel of Courtop- 
ſtreet haa for h15 ſupper ; whereat (faith her popiſh Scribe) the hearers 
matveiled greatly, 

And, from that time forward , ſhe reſolv'd with herſelf rogo to 
{ onrtop ſtreet (nat far oll )and there pray, and offer toour Lady,which 
the cid accordirgly ; and was there delayed of her Cure for a ſeaſon 
(and that was till her dying day,for ſhe was never cured) bur yet in the 
mean time put in aſlured hope thereof. 

During theſe Matters, the Fame cf this marvelous Maiden ſpread 
abroad fo, that it came fo the ears of Wareham Arch-Biſhop of Can- 
rerbary : who ſeat toherDr. Bocking , Barnes and Hadley,three Monks, 
Father Lewes aud his Fellow : his Otficial,and the Parſon of Alding- 
ton : with Commiſhon to examine the whole matter, 

Theſe men, finding her every way a true Child of the Church of 
Rome: not only waded no further in detecting of fo great a Fraud; 
but gave favorable Countenance, and joyned with her in ſetting forth 
the ſame, So, that at her next Journey to our Lady of (oartop-ſtreer, 
the entred the Chappel with eAve Regina ( #/oram, in prick fong, 
accompanied with theſe Commitſioners, many Lays , Gentlemen, Gen- 
tlewomen of the beſt degree, with three thouſand of the Valgar be- 
fides, Being in the Chappel, ſhe immediately fell into a wonderful 
Paflion before the Image, as if (he had the Falling Sickneſs ay Ma- 
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homet.) in which ſhe utterel ſundry metrical and rhyming Speeches, 
tending to the Worſhip of the Lady of (onrtop-ſtreer (as ſhe called 
her :) whoſe Chappel there the wiſhed to ve better maintained, and to 
be furniſhed with a daily {inging prici! : neither did ſhe forget herſelf, 
for ſhe ſaid, Ir was our Ladies pleaſure, That ſhe ſhould be put into 
ſome Nunaery, Whereupon the ArchBiſhop.ordered her to that of 
S. Sepuichers in Canterbury, where ſhe was [till afllicted with her former 
Dſeaſeifor all her promifcd Cure, : 

Whiles ſhe reſided here, and continued her accuſtomed working of 
Miracles, (but what they were, none can tell) having often commu» 
nication with our Lady of C:urtopſtreer,(as (hee (aid) who alſo cea- 
{ed not to ſhew herſelf mighty ia operation there, for ſhe lighted Can- 
dles without fire, reſtore . the ſick to perfe& health, and raiſed the 
dead to life, if you will believe it, 

Thus was El;Zabeth Barton advanced, from the Conditicn of a poor 
ſervant, to the State ol a glorious Nunn, the H-rmit or Monk of 
(onrtopftreer enriched by daily offering; Saint Sepxlchres honored 
with the preſence of the Hy Maid of Kent God blaſphemed, and the 
bleſſed Virgin abuted,rhe filly People miſerably mock'd : rhe Biſhops, 
Prieſts and Monks in the mean time with cloſed eyes winking, and the 
Devil with open mouth laughing at ir. And thus the matter ſtood for 
ſundry years: till the Qaueitio: was moved about the Kings Divorce: 

Whereupon this holy Wench (not contenting ber felt withia her 
former bounds of Hypocriſy) began to meddle in that Matrer:; and 
feigned, That it was revealcd to her, That if the King would be di- 
vorced from QueenX atherine,he ſhould nor be King une month after, 
(though after the Divorce he lived profperoutly many years.) 

Hpon which, her doings were once again examined by tairhful men;and 
in the end, her diilimulation was laid open ; her Accetlaries the M inks 
&c. were detected, the deluded people well fatisfied ; the grand De- 
ceivers Worthily exccuted : and rhe Pope and the Devil, their Maſter 
quite and clean confounded, For E. Barton, her ſelf confeſſed the whole 
Cheat to the Lords of the Privy Counci: : Whereof yuu may fee more 
in the 12 Chapter of the Scaruce in the 25 year of Heryy 8. And moſt 
of them, which have been Sainted by Popes, for theſe 1000 years 
(I believe) are little better than t'1is $h--Impoſtor. O what « ſhame 
is this one Story to Popery ,if Papiſts had any ſhame inthem,

F Saint Eanſwid (ſo called) daughter of £adba'd King of Kent, 
many lying Wonders are reported, viz. That ſhe lengthned the 
great Beam ofa building thee Foot, when the Carpenters (miſtaking 
their Meaſure) had made it ſo much roo ſhore, That in the Might of 
her holineſs ſhe brought Water, over bills and rocks againſt Nature, to 
her Pryory a mile off, That {he forbad certain ravenous Birds the 
Country, which before did much harm. That ſhe reſtored the blind ; - 
Caſt out Devils ; and healed all Infirmities. I believe this to be as true, 
as _ Ed,Gennings his Thumb came off with the touch of a Pope- holy 
Siſter. 

Madam Eanſwide, for theſe her ſtupendious Miracles was after her 

death, by the Policy of Popith Prieſts,and folly of Common People, ho- 
nored for a Saint. And *tis no Worder,for it was,and is ſtill,uſual with 
the whole Rabble of Romiſh Clergy,not only to magnify their Beneta® 
fors of all ſorts, bur even co Deity them, eſpecially ſuch as were of no» 
ble Extration: Knowing hereby many great Benefits accrewed ; as, 
1, By that mears they aſſured to themſelyes many great Perſonages, 
as Kings and Princes, 2. They drew by their Example ir fioite numbers 
of the common ſort after them, 3. They adventure the more Boldly 
(under thoſe honorable and glori-us Names and Titles)co publiſh their 
falſe Miracle, the more ſtrongly co delude. Andthis was the Reaſon 
that Sexburg in Shepy. Milaredin Thanet. Ethelared at Ely; Edith 
at Wilron, and this our Ea»{wid at Folkton : and fundry other idle 
Goſlips of Royal blood, in this and ocher Nations were fainted by the 
Pope. Hence was it alſo, that Edgar, Eihelwold, Danſtane the Juggler, 
and many others were ſhrined here on Earth, and then to fit among the 
Saints in Heaven, If this Eanſwide had ſuch Power from above, then 
why did the nor preſerve her Pryory trom the Fury of H. 8. in whoſe 
daics all her pretended Miracles were openly derided,

bin was Sainted by the Man of Rome, for taking a Basket of 
broken Eggs whole,if you will believe the blind Papiſts,who ſwear ic 
with as much Confidence asif they had ſeen it done: tho "tis many 
hundred of years ſince Swithin was in orbe noſtro, And all theſe Le. 
gends were divifed to bring Credit and Profit to the Romiſh Church: 
whereat even little Children laugh in Scorn, And in gocd Ns 
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Papiſts have as much reaſon to curſe their own Plot and Plotters as we 
have ; and wiſh it had rever been : for bereby they have ſet ſo many 
Proteſtant Pens on Work to lay open the falſnets, bloodincfs, execrable- 
neſs, ridiculouſneſs and abſurdneſs of their popiſh Religion to the 
World : which otherwiſe had been ftuent, For,betore, People had a 
pretty good Opinion of the Papitis; and would ſpeak favorably of 
them : yea, and many of their Religion too : but now, they both hate 
them, and their Religion, for the means aforeſaid : ſo that the 
more they ſtir, the more they ſtink in Peoples noſtriis, I fay again, 
Thar their hellifh PLOT, which incended the utcer DcitruRion ot the 
Proteſtant Cauſe, ſeems ro me rather an Advantage to it, Yea, though 
thouſands of Proteſtants ſhould fall by the hands of Papiſts ; which 
yet would but confirm and illuſtrate that divine and gloticus Apo: 
thegm, or Motto of the true Church, v:J, Sanguis Martyrum, ſemen 
Eccleſse, i.e. The Blood of the Martyrs us the Seed of the Ehnrch. And 
I mutt affirm, That n ſangaize Santtorum Eccleſie Papiſticorum pris 
matian obtinnit, i. e, The Popiſh Church obtained the Primacy by ſhed- 
ding the blood of Saints.

Alſo, that ſhe being at her 
devotions, the Devil put out her Candle,which an Angel lighted for heg 
azain, Who but Reprobates cannot ſee,that the Deluſions and Abomi- 
wations of MytfticalBabylon ( Reme) far exceed thule of literal Babylon,

= Image of Edith, the Daughter of King Edgar, was muci fre. 
quented in the Church yard at Xemſing, for preſervation of Corn 
from Blaſting, Mildew, &c, 

The manner of which Idolatry wasthis, The blind Farmer or Yeo- 
man was to bring about a Buſhel of Corn to the Church, and after 
Pravers made, offered it to the Image of the Saint, Of this offerin 
the Prieſt uſed ro take nine Parts for himfelt (for to be fure he woul 
gain by the Bargain) the reſidue (perhaps 2 or 3 handfal) he would 
beſprinkle with holy Water, and then mutter over a few Words of 
Conjuration, which done he dedicated it to the Image, and fo delive- 
red it to the Fool that broughr it ; who went away with full perſwafion 
That if he mingled that hallowed handful with all his Seed-corn, it 
would preſerve it not only from harm, bur cauſed it to proſper and 
grow moſt abundantly, 

Terentins Varro noteth of the Old Romans, that amongſt infinite 
ethers, they had one God in great Veneration, called Kob:g14, to whom 
they uſed to ſacrifice for preſervation of their Corn , ſo that Robigny 
of the Old Romans, and Edith of the New Romaniſts, were both wor- 
ſhiped for the ſame end, And they nut only agreed in this, bur - the 
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yins Wonders. r3 
Properties of their Gods, in the manner and multitude of their Sacrifi- 
ces, inthe times and forms of their Solemnities, in the Report ofcheir 
al ſe and feigned Miracles : and almoſt in the whole Heap and Dung- 
hill of their filthy Superſtitions and Idolatries. 

Plants, though an heathen Poet indeed, yet in this more heavenly 
than any Papiſt, gives all men this following Counſel, thereby intima- 
ting, that they ſhould. worſhip but one God, TU nu dum ths propitins 
ef 7 upiter, tu hoſce minutos deos floce: feceryy, 1, e, Whilſt Jupiter is 
thy friend, ſet not a ſtraw by all the Perty Gods,

eAared, a blind Abbot, did wonderfully magnify him they cal-- 
— St, Edward, or Edward the Conftefſor, becauſe he fo much magni- 
fied the Monkiſh manner of living, Therefore the ſaid Abbot moſt im- 
pudently aftirmeth, Tha che ſame King, while he heara Maſs at Welt- 
minſter, ſaw between the Prieſts hands Chris bleſſing him with his Fin- 
gers. That at another Maſs, He ſaw the 7 Sleepers at Epheſus twrn - 
themſelves, after they had ſlept 70 years on the other. Allo, That St. 
Tohn Bapriſt ſen: the ſame 5:4. Edward (canany King be a Saint!) a gold 
King from Feruſalem, which he himſelf had ſometime given to a poor 
man that arhed alms of him in the name of 5. John. 

I believe S. Jobn Bapriſt is as much belyed and abuſed in this kind, as 
any Saint whatever,and by none more than by thePapiſts in /re/and,for 
in the Counly of 'E aſt Meath at(or very near) Danſaney,there is a Well. 
dedicated to his Naroe, of which many hyperbolical Tales are report- 
ed, and all the Cures dcne there (as they ſay, there have been ma- 
ny.) are wholy attributed to St. ohn by the blind people, thereby giving 
to the Creature, the glory due to the Creator, Pojlibly ſome may 
have found good in going to that Well, in ſume. ailments {as they may 
atother Wel's both in /re/and, England, &c.) but it is by the only Po- 
wer of God who hath put Virtue inthat, and other waters ; and not in 
the leaſt by any operation or Mediation of St. 7 hn, or any other Saint, 


as the Papiſts dream. | 
Here take another ſtrange Tale reporte.l of a Gentleman that ſome- 


| time lived hard by the ſame Well. His name was Waren or Waring, 


commonly ftiled IVaring of the Well, This perſon would needs v;fit 
the holy Lard (fo called.) And when he arrived there, or thereabouts, 
one day paſling 2 River, his pilgrims ſtaft by chance ſlipt out of his hand 
into the. River, and by the violence of the Stream was Carried quite 
away 
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away, to the ggeat grief of our Pilgrim, becauſe the ſtaff had been hal- 
lowed, and had a Crucifix and other knacks upon it. But behold ! 
what ſtrange luck this man had : For, at his return home, ar, before ir, 
(for I have almoſt forgor the ſtory )his ſtaff was found at theWell afore- 
{aid, about 3000 miles diſtafce from the River where it gave him the 
Slip. I have heardthis hotly affirmed by ſeveral Prieſts and Fryers for 
n moſt certain Truth: and the return of the Staff they afcr:be to St, 
John B, Itthis and the reſt be not.}yes, then the Devilnever told any: 
But indeed, I have known this, and many other pretended Mirac.es 
laughed ar by ſeveral lay-Papiſts, as mere FiQions.

Sharſh, in that point of Xenr bordering upon Suſſex and Sarrs, 

though now a poor ſm3l: Village, yer in old time moſt famous for 
the ſake of a Roa, which had ſuch a rare property, that multitudes of

For the Popiſh Clergy blazed abour(and the common people beliey'd 
aty thing they ſaid,thonever {o ridiculousor abſurd.) That the Rood, 
or Crucifix) of 1h:s Church, diaby certain [ncrements continually wax 
andirow, as well in tt ba fo of 1a:r (or Perivig) that it had on its head 
as a'fo in the [enzitn and ftainre of the Ae mers, ia vod)y it ſelf. By 
which Invention. it came to paſs, that the Parilh-prieſt (betore ſcarce 
able ro ſubſiſt, his Incoms were ſo ſmal.) did not only live moſt (plen- 
didly, but alſo hoordid up much money; Whilſt, he and his reyerend 
Brethren, laughed in their Sleeves, at the blinced people, 
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Deluſion XV, XVI. 


'@); Zuſtus, a quandaw Bifhop of Roche Fey, the Monks report this for 
a great Miracle: That when his Body, maryyears after Buy i= 
al, was to be rempued to Canterbury, it yielded a moſt ſweet and plea 
fant ſmell to all that werepreſent : which thing, how ſtrange it was, 
when he had been before his Interment embalmed with moſt precious 
and odoriferous Spices; Let any man judge, that hath nct refoly*d to 
beiieve all manner of Delufi>ns. 

Bur I have not done with RecheFer, having another Saint and his Mi- 
racles to tell you of The Monaſtery of this City being exe&ed by 
Gundslphus their Biihop,having with its Monks futter'd many Miſe- 
ries, 1.as being twice burned in leſs Compaſs than one hundred years, 
2. Through x A great Contentiors ariſing betwixt them and their Bp. 
Gilbert Glanvile ( who a.wayes hated Monks) in ſo much that he in 
great diſpicaſure bereaved them, not only of their goods, Ornaments 
and Writings, but alſo of a great part of their Lands, Poſſtilions and 
Priviledzes: and they (turmoil'd theorſeives in {uit to the Pope,for re- - 
medy, and tor their Charges) were driven tocoin their Silver ſhrine of 
Paulinus into ready Money ; which Act of theirs wholy took away the 
Eimation of their Church, and that reverence which the blind People 
before ſhewed their Saint Paxlinus : To thele Calamities were added 
other great Lofles ſuſtained through the Wars of King fohn, who in his 
Siege againſt the Cattle of RocheFer, ſo ſpoil'd this Church and Priory 
that he left them not ſo mnch as one poor Px to ſtand upon their Altar. 

Therefore, it was now hizh. time to devite ſome way whereby the 
Priory might be, if not altogether reſtored to its former ſplendor, yct 
at leait, ſymewhart relieved tron) this preſent penury and abjeicn, 

To bring this aÞout, the crafry Mcnks, had by degrees Crawn the filly 
reople to think very reverendly of one Will:am, that lay buried in the 
Church : and knowinz by Experience, that there was no one way in the 
world ſo conducible ro their profat,as the advancement of a Pilgrimage: 
therefore they procured of the Pope, the canonization of the faid Wil- 
liam : with Inculzence toall ſuch as would offer at his Tomb. 

But tothe end that it may appear to what hard ſhitt tor a Saint theſe 
porclings were driven, and how eafte the wretched people were then 
ecluded, you ſhall hear what great man this Saint IW:{:ams of Roche Her 
was. 

Indeed, ke was a Scotchman, born at Saint- fohn$town, a Baker by 
Trade, in(vlird) zcal ſo fervent, That he vowed to vitit the Holy land 


( as 


(as they call it) and in his way paſſed thro RocheFter, where having a 
while refreſh'd himſelf, he marched towards (anterbzry ; but he had 
not gon far from RocheFFer, bur either his ſervant (or ſome high way 
men) robb'd him both at his Life and Manes : and becauſe he dyed in 
ſo holy a purpoſe of mind (forfooth}) the Monks conveyed him to St. 
Anarews, laid him ia the quire; and was promoted by the Pope (as you 
heard) from a poor Baker, to a blefſed Martyr : and wrought Mi- 
racles as falt as Bell (in the Apocrypha) eat Mutton, However, is is 
certain, that mad Folks ottered liberally ro him, even till the daics of 
Hen.s.

Qibizg Stroud is ſo near,let's paſs over the Bridg, and hear what was 
done there to St. Thomas Beckets horie,and how be was revenged on 
the Deed-doers. The Story is this, 

Sr. Thomas ({aith Polidore Virgil,tae Popes Sycophant, and gather- 

er of his Peter-pence in England) being hated of the King, ( Hen. 2.) 
and commonly negleQed and delpited; thar when, one time,he hapn'd 
to paſs through Stroud, either ſome of the Inhabitants, or one Rovers 
Brock of (anterbary, cut off the tail of Beckers horſe, for which act it 
{o hapen'd (by the will of God, faith Polzdore) that ail the poſterity of 
them that had plai'd rhat naughty prank, were born with tails, even as 
bruit beaſts are. And this is the very Reaton, that as Kentiſh mea are 
in mcriment called Xent:ſo long-tazls, at home; fo all Engliſhmen im 
forcign parts are floured, eſpecially by the Vulzar, who have bin made 
believe by their Ciergy, that the Engliſh were Montters,and have tails 
by nature, Heace it is, that the Dazch call them STARTS. Burt no 
reople dd beiieve it ſa much asthe Spaniard (thoſe ancient and molt 
invererate Enemies of England) rho at lait they became of anotier 

mind: for King Fames having ſent an Emvaſlador into Spain,with an at- 

rendance of many brave G-utlemen,theSpantaras very carneltly min- 

ded and viewed them whether they had raiis or no, but fading they 

had none, and the Report to be falſe, they railed at rh?ic Ciergy, who 

had cold it for a certain truth. 

Such another lixe Story is reported of St. Arrnftine the Engliſo A- 
poſtle, and Beckers Predeceffor ; - who (as the ſame Author faich) when 
nſh-cails were deſpirefully charown at him by ſome in Dorſer-ſrire (at 
Aeglington laics Heitor Boetizs) the meek Prelate grew thereat into 
ſuch a Fury, that He called pon God for Revenge, who forthwith heard 
him, and ſtruck them with Tails for their Puniſhment,

He that believes this or any of the reſt, I am ſure did never rightly 
believed in Gcd, 

Before 1 proceed any further in theſe lying Wonders, Let me,f or Di- 
verſron ſake, and to make my Reader 4 little ſport, give you an account 
of a Religions Skirmiſh, between the Monks of Rocheſter, and the bre- 

thren of Str2ud Hoſpital, The faid Monks , by reaſon of 
a great Drought, agreed among themſelves ro make a ſolemn Proc: fl1- 
on from their own houſe thorow the City,and fo to Friendsbary, on to- 
ther ſide the Water, of a ſpecial intent and purpoſe to pray to God for 
Rain; and becauſe the day of this their appointed Jourpy hapned to be 
very boyſterous and windy, the which would not only have blown out 
cheir Lights, and tofled their Banners, but have ſtop'd che mouths of 
their ſinging men, and toiled them in their heavy and masking attire, 
chey defir'd liceufe of the Maiter ot Srroxd- hoſpital, to pats thorow the 
Qrchard of his Houſe, whereby thc y might both eaſe themſelves, and 
{ave the glory of their Shew. 

The Maſter eaſily aflented to their Requeſt, but acquainted not his 
brethren with it: who, ſo ſoon as they heard of it, calied ro mind that 
cheir Hoſpital was founded by G:Ubert Glanwile,fomtime Biſhop of Ko- 
cheer, berween whom and the Predecetlors of theſe Monks there had 
beem great heats for the EreQicn of the fame. Therefore, fearing that 
che Monks, pretending a Proccilion 2 intended to attempt fomewhat a- 
gainſt the r Priviledges, they reſfolv'd with all might and main to refiit 
them. And for that purpoſe (unknown to their Maſter) they furniſhe 
themſelves, and others that afliſted them, with Bats, Ciubs and Coul- 
ſtaves, and ſo laid in Ambuſh for the Monks coming into their Orch- 
ard, wholittle dream'd what was preparing for them. 

It was not long, but the Monks (having made all things ready) ap- 
proach'd in their Batrel aray,wich cheir Banners difplay'd, and ſo (think- 
iag no harm at all) entred the boſfital boldly, through which they paſ- 
{ed into the Orchard, merrily chanting their Latin Letany : but when 
the Brethren and their Auxiliaries c{pied them within their danger,they 
ruſh'd out of their lurking holes, ran upon them, ard made it rain ſuch 
a (hour of Bats and Clubs upon the Monks Gopes, Cowls, and Crowns, 
that tor a while the miſc1able ſracn knew not which way to turn 
them, : 
Aiter they bad a little recolle&ed their wits(of which,through meer 
amazement they had been a while bereaved) and making Vertue of 
the Necethty, and the beſt ſhift they could tor themſelves : Some tra» 

-r{ing their ground, declined many blows, yet now and then bore off 
D with

with head and ſhoulders ; others uſed the ſtavss of their Croſſes, beba- 
ving themſelves like pretty men : ſore ma..e pikes of their Banner. 
poles, others clofing with their adve1 {aries, wrelted their weapons out 
of their hands: among the reft, ore ((aving his Charity) Jaid load on 
a married Prieſt, abſolving him a Cx/pa, but not a Pena : another 
drave one of rhe brethien into a ditch; a third, as big as any Bull of 
Bſnan, ran at the back door of the Orchard 1» vehemently with his 
head and ſhoulders, that te bore it clcar down before him, and ſoboth 
eſcaped himſelf, and made way for his tellows, who with all potlible 
ſpeed converied themfelves out of the Precincts of the Hoſpital ; and 
theo, ſhaking their cars, ticy tell afreſhto their Org:a, I would ſay, to 
their Oriſons. 

After this Storm was blown (or rathcr born) over, I do nat wonder 
if the Monks never fought to carry their Proceilion through Syromd- 
Hoſyital, to avoid the wind ; for indeed it could not likely blow more 
boiſterous out of any quarter, And thus, out of this fragical hiſto- 
ry, aroſe tie by-word of Frinarbury Bats. And altho there was none 
flain in this holy War, »ct I make no doubt but that they were ſo well 
dreſſed, ihat they bad cauſe ro remember it many years aſter, 

However, the Brethren cf the hoſpital, for Penance of. their fault, 
weie injoyned every 11':.//,» Munday to come into &R- cheftey in way of 
Proceſhon with their C:ubs : for this their offence (ir ſeems) was never 
to be forgiven, wbiift che Monks remained. I doubt tome of theſe 
Monks had forgot to carry thew Agnuzs Der's about them, which, as 
the blind Papitts believe, will defend a man trom all Enemies, even 
trom the Devil himicit; but this Lezend is like rhe reft, and can be 
ditproved in many Papitts in Zrefara, &c. and more lately in Fian- 
ders, where thouſands were tound dead with their Agnes Der's about 
them. And acentaingreat Papiſt being to pais near the Enemics Ga- 
riſon, his Cor.tcſkur ask'd himzit he had bis Agrus Der with him + be 
an{wer'd, No, ©, by any means (taid the Priett) Take'it with you , or 
19-4 will come to ſome barm : fo hetook it, but before he had gone fix 
miles he was kill'd and ftript of all. Here you fee what Virtue was in 
the Agnm Des, 

When I was a Boy, I had a longing deſire to know what an Agnus 
Des was,becaute Papiſts youths my School feilows kept fuch ſtir abour 
the m,as it no Angel could guard a man berrer{(as they ſaid, their Priett 
told them.} At telt Igor a little Cluld into.a corner, arid opened his 
Agnm Des which hung about his neck in a lictle filver caſe, ſhap'd lik 
@ 2cart, and founl notbing ia it, but one grain of wheat wrapt in a lf 


nxs Deihad not defended me, I had 
and other things, as burning Beads, &c. 

It is impotlible to write in what Veneration they have Saints Re- 
liques, and bow many they have, as pieces of cld hats, caps, gloves, 
ſhoes, boots, cords, garters, !ho-1trings, coats,cloaks, points, laces, ſculs 
and other pieces, birs and fragments of their Bodies. B ſhop Beckers 
ſhce was kept at ZH arbledown near Canterbury), i: an Hoſpital ſtand- 
ing near the road, Where an old Datard offer'd it to kifs, toall Patlen- 
gers, after they had been firſt beſprinkled with holy- Water. 

It is alfo as lamentable to think what Gonficeuce they | ut in Images, 
which this one Story following may ferve to evince, if there were no 
more(as there are thouſands) which ſome in London can teſltity to their 
Shame. For, ſome Town or City in Flanders ( as [ take it ) being beſie- 
ged, and firreely aſſaulted by the Enemy without ; in fo mach that all 
the people were m aterrible fright : which one of their Prietts, or ſome 
other popiſh Verary perceiving, he got all the Keys of the (ty Gates, 
und in all haſte put them into the hands of an [mage there, which was 
the Patroneſs of the Town : which having done, Now (ſaid he) there 
is no fear, tor, I'le warrant you, (hel detend the City from the Enemy, 
(or w.rds to that effebt )aud yer the place was taken preſently after. And 
for all this, and a Thouſand other Deluſions,the blind and bewitch'd peo- 
ple are ftill mad «pon their Idols (Jer. go. 38.) 

[It «« no marvel indeed, that they who rely ſo much upon Images , 
fſhouls ſo lutle hope and confide in the true God. Nay, the Papiits, (ea, 
and many papiſtica! Proteſtants too) affirm, That no man cag be ſure ot 
Gods tavour in this lite : and their Tridentine Comncet hath fo defin'd:

might truly be thought mad men that frequented thu PilgrImage : ſoon 
the other frae, St. Hildeferth, of all the Saints that I know,might beſt be 
ſpared: Seeing the keeper of Bediam works mightily in the ſame kind of 
Miracles, However, if any happen'd to be cured, St, Hiideferth and 
xs Image had all the praiſe, and the Prieſt all the profit, Thus the blind 
lead the blind :nto the Pit of Deſtrufion, Mat. 1 5.14.

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well remember : for yearly upon Trinity Sunday ((> called) the Fry- 
ers of the aforeſaid place, did uſe to muſter themſelves in a molt {o- 
lemn manner and pompous Proceſſion : Wherein, altho there wanted 
neicher Cope, nor Canopy,Croſs nor Candleſtick, Flag nor Banker, Light 
nor [ncenſe, Piping nor Chaunting, neither yet any delightful glicrer- 
ing, that mizhc with the gay glory thereof amaze the filly People, and 
raviſh them (as it were) into a certain popiſh Heaven: yea, to the end 
that chis their Pageart might be the more plauſible (in that it has ſfom- 
thing peculiar to ic ſelf) their manner was to make the Devil himſelf 
an Actor with them. 

For, as they paſſed al;ng in this gorgecrus Aray, they uſed to bave 
ſomeboay areſſea np likes a Devil, who ſhould off -r to inv.1ge or ſet upon 
the Comp imy, and 4s though he wou'd take the holy (roſs from th'm : 
then ont jt-p:d ſom: bold fellow appointed for the prr1p fe, wits the holy. 
watey-pot in his hand, and with all his might flinss = water a: him; 
at which this Counterfeit Devil muſt fearfulty ſtart back, for doubt of 
fſealding,and tho m wry tim.s 2 grind,and made as if he wou'd fly in therr 
Faces, yet might he nevey durſt be ſo bold indeed, as to approach, or come 
within the fall of any one drep of the holy water. 

And thus {for{ooth) the Virtue of Holy -water in putting the Devil 
to ſlight, was confir m'd at Motinden by a demonſtrative Argumen: : 
Which, if it be fo,then great;y was the Apoſtle Par deceived, Ephes» 
fians chap. 6. where he wouid have us arm our ſcives Cap a Pe trom 
the aſlaulcs of the Devil: for alas, what needed he to recite Sword, 
Shield, Helmet,andio many other parts of Defenhive and OffentiveFur., 
niture,when the Holy-water itick alone would have ferv'd the turn! or 
at leaſt, what meant he to omit it, being a thing fo ſerviceable,and ca- 
fily providec? Burt we maſt give theſe blinde Popelings leave (after 
their wonted manner) to f.t the Ho.y Ghoſt ro School, And yet, by 
the way, 1 miſt rel] chem, That they cannot Leonem /arva terre: e, 
ſcare a Lyon witha Vizard: Ic is not their eFqua t:itrz/is, which they 
have ferch'd trom Ap-{/y's Por, and not from the Fountain of God's 
Word, that can make that roaring Lyun fly in good earneſt : nay, ra- 
ther ler them beware this bis Stratagem, and con{1Jer, That even in 
worldly Warfare, m7 are never in more danger of che Enemy than 
when he fei2neth to fly from them. 

But Aajoracanamm! Ofren, in Ireland, have I ſeen Pariſts eo 
round the Verg:« of rheir Corn. fields, and all tobefprinkle them with 
their H »Jo-water, to preſerve it (as they thought) trom lightning and 
blating ; and aj] to no purp-1e, tor, I have obſerved, Tbat when they 
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forbore their Holy=water, their Corn hath rather done better chan 


when they beſprinkled it. They uſe the {ame Vanity in great thun- 
der and Lightaing, for rhen they will beſprinkle their Sheep, Cuws, 
Horſes, and all perſors preſent; and erery womankind is to courtley, 
and every mankind to pull . ff bis hat and bow,when the water is flung 
at them, which, if any refuſe to do, (as Proteſtants have) they (hall be 
(ure to be turn'd out of doors, or have a found cutt on the ear (or 
worſe) as I have had ſeveral. Yea many ſtrokes, ſtripes, and cruel 
whippings even at 7, 8,9 and ten years of age, becaulc I would not go 
to Maſs (unknown to my Father) or bow to an Imaze: ard for the

What horſe would not break his Bridie (as we fay) at the hearing 
of this Prodigious Lie? or, who can ftorbear taughing. at this,and other 
fuch deviſed Varuties? which, yet the blind P:piſt; think a deadly 
fin to queſtion che truth of, eſpecially when atteſted by a Monkiſh Au- 
thority, 
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thority, a$ this is, as well as all the reſt. But theſe ehings were fore- 
£1d by an unerring Author, .; Thefl, 2. For the M'ſtery of Iniqn'ty 
doth alrea1y work. 7. Find then ſhall that wick d one be revealed whom 
re Lord ſhall conſume with 1:58 Spirit of his mouth, and ſhall aeftroy 
with the brightneſs of i 1s Commy, 8. even him whoſe coming ts afier the 
working of Satan, with all Power, and S1g1s, and lying Wonders 9. and 
with all deceivablenefi of unrighteouſneſs, imthem that periſh ; becanſe 
they received not the [ove] of the Truth, that they may be ſaved 10.

believe not the Truth, but had pleaſure tm Vnyighteouſneſs 12, Now the 
Spirit ſpeaketh expreſſiy, that m the lattter times, ſome ſhall arpart 
from the Faith (mark) grv1"'g heed to ſedncing Spirits, and Dottie of 
Devils; heating Lies im Hypoeriſy, having their Conſcience ſeared with 
a hot Tron, 1 Iv. 44: 12. Now as fannes and fambres withitood 
Aoſes, ſo ds theſe (Paj its) ref6#t rhe T ruth, men of corrupt minds, re- 
robate concerning the F.x'th: But they ſhall proceed no further, for 
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cheir Folly (hill be manifeſt ro all men( to all true Proteſtants )as theirs 
ailo was 2 Tim. 3. $,9. 

I make nodoubr, but there are others beſides the Papiſts, concern'd 
in theſe Scriptures, ever: 11 England at this very day : for Antichrist 
is come forth into the World im ſeveral ſhapes : there are not only 
Wolves in Shee-ps=clorti- g, bur Foxes alſo in Lambskin . And no mar- 
vel, for Satan himſ-If is even now theſe preſent rimes, transformed in- 
toan Angel ct Light (2 Cor.11. 14.) in fo much that of ir were p.ſſivle 
they ſhould deceive the wer) El/ett Marth.24. 24. But many thouſands 
have been an«-ſha]l be ceceived, and are, even vow, now, every day z 
though they do not ſee it,becauſe they do nut believe,nor worthip God 
aright, Cc. 
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T happened that the dead Corps of a man (loſt thro Shipwrack'be- 
like) as caſt on land in the Par ſh of Chatham,and being there taken 
up, was by ſome charitable peop/e committed to honeſt burial im thetr 
Church: ard, which was no focner done, bur our Lady of Chatham (as 
they ſtiled her, for her Image there was high'y r-verenced) finding 
henelf offended therewith, arofe by night (faith theFable-Porger ) and 
went in perfon to th» Pariſh Clark's houſe, making a noife at's window, 
awak*d him; he, at the firſt, dernarded fornewhat rovghiy (tor it foems 
be was in a profuund fleep) Who was there ? but, when be underſtood 
ty 
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by her anſxer, that ſhe was the Lady of Chatham,he changed his note, 
and moſt miidly asked the Cauſe of ker good Ladyſhips coming : ſhe 
rold him, That there wos lately buried near to the place where ſhe was 
worſhipped, a ſinful Perſon, which ſo cflended her «ye with his gaſtly 
grinning, That unleſs he were removed,ſhe could nor but(to the great 
griet of all good people) withdraw her feit from that place, and ceaſe 
her wonted working Miracles among them : And therefore ſhe willed 
bim to go with her, to the end thar, by bis help, the might rake bim up, 
and throw him again into the Water, 

The Clark obeyed, aroſe, and waited on her towards the 
Church : but rhe good Lady ({aith the Reporter)not wonted to walk, 
waxcd weary, and therefore was enforced , for very want of breath, to 
ſir down in a Bufh by the way, and there toreſt her ; and this Place 
(torſooth) as alfothe whole Track of cheir Journey,remained ever at- 
rer, a green path. 

Now,after a while,they go torward again,and ccming to the Church- 
yard, digg'd up tbe Body, and carryed it to the water-fide where it was 
tirſt tound. | 

This done, the Lady Shrunk again into her Shrine, ard the Clark 
peak'd bome to patch up his his broken Sleep : but the Cor; s again 
floated up and down the River, as it did before, which they of Gilling- 
ham perceiving, it was once more taken up, and buried in their Church

But here (ſaich my Author) it I might make bold to add to this Fable, 
I would tell you, T hatI thi: k rhe Moral and Mearing of the Tale ro 
be nore other, but that this Fabulator, be ng either the Farmer, Prieſt 
or owner of the Offerin,s, given to the Lady ot Chatham, andenvyirg 
the Common Haunt and Pilgrimage to the Rood of G:{/12gham (lately 
ereQed to hs loſs) deviſed this Apparition fcr the Advancement of the 
firſt, and defacing, of the ſecond, 

It that Age had been as prudent in trying Spirits, as it was prone to 
believe Delufions, it ſhould have found, That our Ladyes path (afore- 
faid) was ſome {uch green trace of graſs, as we dayly fee in the fieles , 
proceeding incecd from a4 natural Cauſe ; though by old wives, and 
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ſuperſticious people, reckoned to be the dancing places of Niphe-ſpi- 
ris, which they call Fairies. And that this _—_ of the Earth, was 
nothing elſe but a falſe fil'd Pir,of the Clarks own digging. Since then, 
the whole Religion of Papiftry it ſelf, is Theomachia, and nothing elſe, 
and that is, A reſting of God: Who but the Worſt of the worſt of 
Mankind,blind Sos, Arbors, Rubens, Renters, Robber «, Rogues Whoyes, 
and Theives will own Popery,or dare hope to have it mtruduced either 
by Fawns or Frowns, 
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OME we next to Boxly Abby, which I had almoſt forgor, but by 
no means would fo do, leſt the Favorers of falſe Religion might 
rejoyce at the Omitlion, and the Followers of God's Truth juſtly cry 
out upon me ; becauſe much of their popiſh Myſteries, preſtigious 
jugglings, and deluding Practices are inveloped in this one Story : ard 
with which I reſolve to conclude, not for want of matter, but becauſe 
I think the aforementioned Relations ſufficient (if there were nothing 
elſe) to dere and evince the ſalſneſs, baſeneſs and odiouſnes of the 
Romiſh Religion. 

In the daies of Q. E/:zabeth it was freſh in the minds of both Pro- 
teſtanrs and Papiſts, and ſhall (I doubt not) to the profit of the ore, 
be continued in perpetual Memory to all Poſterity) by what Myſticai 
Impoſture, Fraud, Juggling, and Legerdemain the filly People were 
ſeduced by the cratty Foxcs of this Abby, The manner wbercot I will 
ſed down in ſuch fort only, asthe ſame was ſometime by themſelves 
publiſhed in print,(tor their Eſtimation and Credit, as they thought:) 
bur, ſay, to their own everlaſting Reproach, Shame and Confu- 
110Nn. 

It chanced on a time, That an En;liſh Carpenter was taken Priſa- 
ner in the Wars betwixt Englard and France, who (wanting otherwiſe to 
pay for has R at ſom) thuurht with bimſelf, having leiſure exongh, 
to deviſe ſome curious picce of work to make Money thexeof, and there- 
fore, getting together fit Mater, he compatted of Wood, Wyer, Pate, 
and Paper, a Rood of ſuch exquiſite cArt and Excellency, that it it not 
only match'd in Comineſi, and ane proportion of Parts, the beit of the 
Common ſort, but in ſtrange Motion, Variety of Geſture, aud mgpb(e- 
neſs of joynts , paſſed all other that before had been ſeen ; for it could 
bow down, and lift up it ſelf : Shake and ir the hands and feet, nod the 
head, roll the eyes, wag the chaps: bend the brews, &c, ſo that now it 
needed not Prometheus fire ta make it a lively man but on!y the help of 
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the eovetons Prieft; of Baal,orthe 4:4 of ſome crafty Colledge of Monks 
to deify, and make :t paſs for 4 very God, 

This done, he made a Shift for his Liberty, came into England on 
purpoſe to utrer his Merchandiſe ; and laid the Image upon the back of 
a poor Jade he drave before him. 

Now, when he was come 4s jar as Rocheſter, he SFept into an Ale- 
houſe to arimk , ſuffering h:5 horſe to go forward alone : he nas no ſooner 
out of bis Matters fight, bur miſſing the ſtraight Weſtern Road wbech ' 
hs Matter intended to have goue, and turning Sonth, trotted away to- 
wards Boxly ; and being uriven, as it were, by ſome divine Fury, never 
ceaſed till be came to the Abby avor, which he ſo beat and bonnced at 
with his heels, that divers of the Aonks hearing the noiſe, came to the 
place to know the matter, ard wondr ing at the ſtrangeneſs of the thing, 
cailed the Abbot and his convent to behold it, 

Theſe Monks ſeems the horſe ſo earneſt, and diſcerning what he had 
0% his back, for doubt of deadly Impicty, opened the door, which they 
had no ſooner done, out the horſe ruſhed in, and ran in great haſte to a 
pillar (which was the very place where this Image was afterwards ad- 
vanced ) and there ſtop'd himſe!f and ſt1od ſtill. 

Now while thoſe D'ſciples of eAnti-Christ, the Monks, were buſy in 
taking «ff the Load, in comes the Carpenter, who by great inquiry had 
followed, and challenged his own : But the Monks, loath to looſe ſo bene» 
ficial a Stray, at firſt made ſome Denyal : bat at la#t, being aſſured that 
he was the very Proprietor they granted him leave to take it with bim: 
Wherewpon the Carpenter taketh his horſe by the head, to lead him out 
of the eAbby, but he would not flir, then be ftrihes him, but the Fade 
wa ſo reity, and fait nailed, that he would wot once remove from the 
Pillar ; at lat, he takes off the Image, thinking to have carried it out 
by it ſelf, and then lead hs horſe after it ; but that alſo cleaved ſo faft 
to the ground, that notwithitanding all that ever he could do, it would 
not be moved one inch(ſaith the popith Author) crectenſe mendacium ; 
fo thatin the end, partly through wearineſs , aud by perſmaſion of the 
Alonks who were all in love with thePitture,ana made bim velieve,That 
1t was by God himſelf (blaſphemous Wretches) deftinate to their houſe : 
he as contented for a piece of Money, to leave the Image behind him : 
whigh the Monks cbriftned, The Rood of Grace. 


Thus you ſee the Generation of che great God of Boxly, compara- 
ble ro the Creation of that beaſtly Idol of Zampſacus, of which the 
Pact ſaith, 
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Olim truncus eram ficulnus jnutile lignum, 
Cum fabey incertis ſcamnum, facerente Priapum, 
HMalnuit eſſe Denm, &c. 
A Log unmeet for uſe, 
Till Carver doubting wich himſelf 
wer't beſt make Priapue, 
Or elſe a Bench ? refoly'd at laſt 
to-make a God of me : 
Thenceforth a God I am, of Bird 
and Th.cves molt dread, you fee, 
This of the Potr agreeth with the Prophet Iſaiah, viz. The (arpenter 
ſtretcheth out hy rule he marks 1t out with a line he fitteth it with planes, 
and he marketh it out with a Compaſs, he maketh it after the frenre of 4 
man, according to the Beauty of a man, that it may remain in the houſe: 
He bewerh him down Cedars,and taketh the Cypreſs and the Oxk,--He 
burneth part thereof in the fire, &c. and the reſidue thereof he maketh 
aGod,cven a raven Image, he falleth d1wn to it, and worſhippeth it, and 
prayeth unto it, ſaith, Deliver me, for thou art my god, Iſa, 44+ 12, 
17. Again, They laviſh Gold ont of the Bag, and wergh Silver im the 
Balance, and hire a Gold ſmith, and he maketh it a God, they fall down, 
yea, they woſhip, they bear him upon their ſhoulder, they carry bim, an4 
fet bim mm hs place, and he ftand«th from hu place ſhall he not remove, 
yea, one ſhall cry unto him, yet can he not anſwer, nor ſave hin out of 
hu Trouble, 112.46. 6, 7. : 

And all this contrary to the expreſs Command of God. Thox ſhalt 
not make to thy ſelf any Graven Image,nor the likeneſs of any thing that 
win Heaven above, or in the Earth beneath,or in the Water unaer the 
Earth, thou ſhalt nat bow down thy ſelf to them, nor worſhip them, Ex. 
20. 3,4, 5. fothen, it is very plain, that in the multitude of gods,and 
in the manner of Woſhip, the Papilts may well be compared with hg 
old Heathens, 1 h they follow their rules, and examples, and not the 
Rule of Gods word, And therefore they may be faid to be the Peo- 
ple of his Curſe , for itis written (and I am ſure it points at them as 
much as ary) Curſed be tve man that maketh (or cauſeth to be made) 
any graven, or moiten [mage, an abomination to the Lord, the work, 
of the hand of the (rafts man,and putteth it in a ſecret place,and all the 
People ſhall ſay, Amen, Deut. 27, 1x5. 

But the Pajiſts do not only worſhip Images in ſecret Places, but in 
publick alſo ; whereby they openly declare themſelves to be the very 
Enemics of Chriſt, and the real Friends and Followers of Auti-Chriſt ?

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for do they not receive, and carry about them his mark, not only pri- 
vately in their right hand, but alſo mott confpicuouſly in their Fare- 
bead : ergo, Rev,1n.16. 17. 

Now tet us returnto Boxiey,from whence we have a lirtle digreſſcd, 

Ic cannot be fuily declared how lewdly the Monks of that place, to 
cheir ox'n inriching, and robbing of the blind people, abuſed this their 
wooden God, after they had thus gotten him : and which, by the jult 

udement cf the true God, was by that worthy Patriot, and zealous 
Proteſtant, the Lord Cromwell, and pious Cramer, pulled down,as 
well as the Abby,and theMonks quite diſperſed, in the Reign of Her.8, 
And the whole Cneat laid open, 

Burt now, if I ſhould thus leave Boxlev, the Papiſts would laugh in 

their Nlecresart my remiſneſs; for indeed the Cream ef the Jeſt, 

(as we ſay) andthe grand Cheats and Jugglings are |till behind, 

and therefore I pray attend; for I doubr rot but to make you 
{mile, before | have done. 

You muſt know, That beſides this (#ngracious) Rood of Grace, as the 

{5465 {tiled it, they had alſo another Image, which was muck honoe 

':2e ſame Place, calied Sr. Raymbald,or,as others, St. Grumbald; 

'Or6, I mult fperd a littic rime in the DeteQion thereof, as well 

it it was as very a Deluficn as the former ; as aifo for thatthe uſe 

at them both was fo link'd together, that the one cannot well be under- 

'tocd without the other. 
And this was the Manner. 

If yeu intenged to have any henefit by the Rood of Grace, /o called, 
You muſt firtt be frriven, of one of the Monks, i.e. you mutt confeſs all 
vou fas to bim, ard be forgiven : then by lifting at rhe Image of St, 
Grambal, yox mit mate Proof whether you were in clean life, or nc : 
i.e. it you kad not left fone fins unconfelled : ana, if you were un clean 
Lfe, then m as your way prepared,and your Offering accepted of the Rood: 
if nor, ther you muſt be confeſſed anew, for it was tobe ſuppoſed that you 
hid concealcd ſ.memhat from 3our Ghiſtly DA D, ana therefore, not 
yet worth; ro be aamitted Ad facra Eleuſina, 

Nw, that you may knew how this Examination was to be made,you 
muſt underſtand that this Gramva!,or Kumbali, was a pretty. Saiatling, 
or the Piure of a Boy-ſaint of Stone, ttanding in the ſame Abby; of 
12 {elf ſhort, and not ſeeming ro be heavy : bur for as much as it was 
wrought our of a huge weighty ſtone, (being the baſe therof ) it was 
hardly to be lifred by the ſtrongeſt man that was ; nevertheleſs (ſuch 
was the cratry Conveyance) that by the help of an Engin, fixed ro the 
back: 
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back thereof, it was eaſily raiſed up with the foot of /him that was 
the Keeper, and therefore of no moment at all in the hands of ſuch 
as offered largely ; and contrarywiſe, by the means of a pin running 
intoa Poſt (which that Religious Impoſtor ſtanding out of ſighe, 
could put in and pull our at pleaſure :) tv ſuch as offred faintly, 
it was ſo faſt and unmoveable, that no force of hand could tir 1t, 
inſomuch as many times it cauſed much laughter, to behold a great 
Lubber lifting at that in vain, which alittle Boy or Wench had eaſily 
taken up before him, becauſe they offred more frankly than he 
did. 
I omit how many chaſt Virgins and married Wives went often a 
way with bluſhing Faces, leaving (without cauſe) in the minds of the 
lookers on, great ſuſpicion of ur clean Life, and wanton behaviour ; 
for fear of which ſcandalous note, women (of all others) tretchd their 
Purſe-ſtrings, and ſought, by |.beral Offerings to make St. Crambals 
man their good friend and favourer, by which, Whorcs alſo came off 
with as much credit as honeſt Women. O ! The Deceits of Popery | 
But mat ke, (1 beſeech you) their Monkiſh craft ard pollicy in 
picking peoples Purſes, (for it was no better.) It was in vain (as the 
Monks perſwaded) to preſume to the Rood withour ſhrift ; yea, and 
Money loſt there alſo, if you offered before you were in clean Life : 
as they call it: and therefore the matter was {o ordered, that with- 
out trebble Offrings, tz. fr ft, ro the Confeſſor ; ſecongl., to St, 
Grumba!; third/), tothe Rood of Grace, the Pilgritns cou id noc 
aſſure themſelves ofany good gained by all their coft and labour. | 
cannot conjeAure (ſaith my Author )whatReaſun mov'd them to make 
this St. Ramwali (0! 3rumbal) the Touch-!tone of clean Life and In- 
r.ocency, unleſs it Le upon occaſion of a Miracle that he did, in make- 
ing two Prieſts (now lock for a whish;r) to lift a great ſtone calily,

and alſo abuſ.d, biinded,deludcd and ruined in their Eternal Eſtates. 
And all the Premiſes are ſtiil carricd on, by the Twelve grand Diſci-

ſtartled ard Ragper'd at the ſerious, ſolemn and dying aſſeverar'ons, 
and deep proteltartons of the taid Harcowrr, Whitebread, and the reſt; 
yetfor my own part, | do no more valae their words, their dying 
worgs, than I do the chattering of a Afag- Pye, or the tears of a Cre- 
coasle ; for, if people knew their Princaples, their cantings, quarks, 
&c. as wcll as I do, they would abhorr them for the verricſt wretches, 
and meareſt miſcreants in point of mental reſervation, an# equivocati- 
on, that ever the Earth bore : for I have been acquainted with ſeve- 
ral of them in my time.

The blind Popith DoCtors, and all Papiſts (as well as the perverſe 
Scribes and Phariſees, and the ſtiffneck'd Jews,) are greatly miſtaken 
in their expolition concerning the Words of Chriſt, 7ohx 6. 54. 143 
fo eateth my fleſh, ana irinketh my blood, hath eternal Life. Now,theſe 
Words cannot be underitood Sacramentally (in this place) as the 
Papiſts Dream ; becauſe they were ſpoken before the ir. ſtitucion of 
the Sacrament : thus they Wre{t the Scriptures to their own Contu- 
ſton.

in ſhort, God can ds nothing that implyeth Contradition : and all this 
Argues no Impotency in God, who is Omnipotent ; but defedt in 
the things themſelves, that ſhould be done. So then, this imaginary 
being of Chrifts whole Body in a little round Cake as big as a fix pence, 
& 4 flat contradition, therefore cannot poſſibly be done. For ,what pow- 
er can bring to paſs, that a Body of fix foot long, and two foot br 04d, re- 
maining ſtill ſo long and ſo broad, ſhall be contained in another Body of 
three foot long, and one foot broad * Why thisis the very Calc of 
Chriſts Body in the Popith Cake.

C.crey )that ſhould joyn in Arms with them,or o:r domeſtick or home- 
born Papilts againſt whe Precelitants Caule. | 

And I write this with an heart that never yet feared the greateſt cr 
the proudeſt Papiſt in the Worlc: who bare been at the routing of ſuch, 
almoſt an hundred times, in my junior daies : and therefore, I chiok, 
I fhould know the berter bow todeal with them now; if they will needs 
farce usto it, by falling upon us firſt : for till then we will not ſtir one 
foor: Let chem otherwiſe provoke us never ſo much, as they bave done 
very often, and do daily : beſides burning of Londen, Somthwark , &c. 
Bur as crafty Fowlers asthey are, they ſhall not catch old Birds in the 
Chaft gr» Be ſteadfaſt, £ Cor, 15. 58. ſtand faſt, 1Cor.,16.13. 
For,In ali Gads Armory, there's no defence for the Back, the Runagade 
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or Apoſtate muſt everlaſtingly periſh. O 
betimes ! 
True Proteſtants will rather chuſe to dy, 
Than Chriſt, or their Religion deny : 
And bravely perſevere,come what will come, 
But Hypocrites will bow the Knee to Rome, 
Ev'n be 7 Monſters which I nam'd before, 
Won'd Popery, if 8 were #p, adore, 


Notwithſtanding all this, Eet-us, and/all that think they ftand, be-
